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Troops get call 
for sperm war 


E by IAIN BURCHELL 


BRAVE British soldiers are being 
recruited for a new mission - solving 
a national sperm crisis. 

A desperate plea is going out for squaddies to 
stand to attention as UK fertility clinics’ stocks 
plummet to a record low. 

In a move echoing Lord Kitchener’s famous First 
World War recruitment drive, the troops are being 
told: “Your Country Needs You.” 

Several soldiers serving in Iraq and Afghanistan 
are already having sperm frozen in case they are 
killed or left infertile as a result of the conflict. 

Sperm can be used after a man’s death if he has 
given legal consent. But now Army recruits are 
being approached about our boys donating to ease 
the heartache of childless couples. 

Servicemen will be able to freeze sperm for free 
for their own personal use in return for donations 
to the sperm bank run by Fertility4Life. 

The company, which has the biggest online sperm 
bank, has formally approached the Department of 
Health about launching a recruitment drive among 
the military. 


And fertility experts are working on proposals for 
a national recruitment campaign to target groups 
like the police and firemen, as well as soldiers. 

The National Gamete Donation Trust, a 
Government-funded body that helps recruit donors, 
is focusing on places where “men congregate”, such 
as Army bases and rugby matches. 

John Gonzalez, chief executive of Fertility4Life, 
said: “We have had people inquire about freezing 
squaddies’ sperm and we are looking at the 
possibility of taking extra stock to help with the 
diminishing stock of sperm.” 

The move comes as Britain’s biggest chain of 
private fertility clinics plans to offer a free cycle of 
IVF treatment worth £2,500 to 
couples if the man donates. 

Fertility clinics have been 
forced to order emergency 
supplies from the US and 
Spain after the number of Brit 
donors dropped dramatically. 

The slump is blamed on a 
change in the law on anony- 
mity so that test-tube kids can 
contact their donor dads when 
they turn 18. 

Figures from the Human 
Fertilisation and Embryology 
Authority show only 12 new 
donors register each month. 

Some couples face a five-year 
wait for treatment. 

A recent survey showed two- 
thirds of fertility clinics are 
struggling with stocks — and 
there is only one sperm donor 
in the whole of Scotland.
